A food accoVding to claim 24 wherein said bone agent includes at least one of 
ponjugaied estrogens, conjugated estrogen equivalents, anti-estrogens, calcitonin, 
bisphosphonates, calcium supplements, calcium receptor agonists, cobalamin, pertussis toxin, 
boron, dehydroepiandrosteroi^ (DHEA), activin and bone moiphogenic protein.
